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Pressler  accuser  brings,  SBC 
into  sexual  abuse  lawsuit  fray 


HOUSTON  (BP  and  local  re¬ 
ports)  —  The  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  (SBC)  has  been 
added  ee  a  co-defendant  in  a 
lawsuit  ailing  sexual  abuse 
by  retired  Texas  state  judn 
Paul  Pressler,  one  of  the  lead¬ 
ers  of  the  convention  move¬ 
ment  in  the  late  20th  century 
t^t  came  to  be  known  es  the 
CotuMvative  Resurgence. 

A  JaiL  12  amendment  to  the 
suit,  which  vms  originally  filed 
last  Octifirer,  clsims  the  SBC, 
among  otiier  defendants,  bad 
a  'duty  to  exercise  reasonable 
care  so  as  to  control’  Pressler, 
who  hdped  engineer  a  strategy 
the  goal  of 'vfaicb  was  to  return 
the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  to  'vhat  Prenler  and  odi- 
ers  considered  its  theologically 
conservative  roots. 

Pressler  denies  the  auc¬ 
tions  by  plainti^and  con'di^ 
felon  Gueld  Ddane  Rollins, 
who  claimed  Pressler  sexually 
abused  him  repeatedly  betwieen 
the  late  1070s,  'vhen  Rollins 
was  ana  2004. 

Romns’  petition,  filed  in  Tex¬ 
as  state  diatrict  court,  alleges  he

its  president  Paige  Patterson, 
*  one  of  Pressler's  strongest  al¬ 
lies  in  the  Conservan^  Re¬ 
surgence;  Pressler’s  wife  Nan¬ 
cy,  Houston’s  First  Church;
